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"MUTUAL IGNORANCE" 
SHOCKS EDUCATOR 

MONTREAL.- <BUP) — At least 
one leading Australian is "appal- 
led" by the fact that Canadians 
and Australians know hardly any- 
thing about each other. 

.Dr. Stephen H. Roberts, vice- 
chancellor of Sydney University - 
and an educator for 40 years, 
thought before he left home on a 
tour of Canadian and United States 
universities under sponsorship of. 
the Carnegie Corporation that the 
average Canadian would know a 
lot more than he does about the 
country down under. He also felt 
that Australians should have a 
much better idea than they have 
about what* makes Canada and 
Canadians tick. 

But he found otherwise. 

"I am appalled by the mutual 
ignorance of each other of Aus- 
tralians and Canadians," Dr. Ro- 
berts told reporters during' a recent 
visit' here. 

"No amount of reading "material 
will correct the situation," he said. 
"What we need is a system of 
exchange of students, teachers, 
professors, technicians, business- 
men, doçtors, lawyers — in .fact, 
'" classes: of workers. That is the 
way to arrive at a mutuality of 
feeling within the- British Common- 
wealth, and other nations as well." 

Dr.. Roberts' university is the 
oldest and largest in Australia, and 
one of the largest in the world, 
It has more than 10,000 regular 
degree students and expects to add 
5,000 within a few years. 

"I find that Canada and Austra- 
lia have much the same university 
problems," he said. "It is interest- 
ing to note how these problems 
are being met in each country." 
''One problem is financial aid, 
something that has provoked bit 
terness in Canada because at least 
one province, Quebec, has refused 
it on grounds that education is a 
provincial responsibility under Ca 
nada's constit 

Dr. Roberts said that at the 
University level, . Australia, had 
something to? offer the world in its 
system of. federal scholarships. 
Under the program, 72 to 75 per 
cent of Australian university stn 
dents receive national scholar' 
ships. 

"We* have' managed to evolve a 
plan of federal aid which' is 
acceptable to the various states 
in whom are vested educational 
rights and, responsibilities," he 
said. "University training, wi 
covered shortly after the wi 
too big a matter to be supported 
entirely at the state level. Oui 
federal administration turns over 
university funds on a regular basis 
to the states which pass them on 
intact to the universiti

Redmen Climb Into Second 
Grant Knoyk Joyal Shine

In one of the most rugged Inter- 
collegiate contests to be seen in 
these parts for a long time, the 
Bedmen crushed their cross-town 
rivals from University of Montreal 
6-2 before a capacity crowd of 1400 
persons at MWS on Friday evening. 

The win gave Rocky Roblllard's 
crew a second place tic with the 
Carabins four points behind the 
front running Toronto Blues. 

Beferce Jim Haggerty dished 
out 28 minors; fifteen of these were 
picked up by MeGill. The Bedmen 
also picked up two of the three 
lajors called. 

The Bedmen drew first blood 
early in the contest when at 4:25 
of the first frame Keith Lawes rap- 
ped in a short back-hander from 
In front of the net on a neat pass- 
out from Don McDonald. MeGill 
went ahead two goals at the fif- 
teen minute mark when Jimmy 
j-Grant, playing his first league ga- 
' me of the year after being side- 
lined with a knee injury received 
in the football season, picked up 
rebound and drilled it past U of 
goaltcndcr Cy Guevrcment. Leo 
Konyk started the play deep In 
•'MeGill territory. Montreal was 
shorthanded at the time with Ge- 
rard "Butch" Houle off for trip- 
ping. MeGill had a wide tèrrito- 
Jrlal advantage in this canto out- 
shooting the Maplewood boys 15-5. 

The second period was fairly 
■ even.. Both clubs kept up the tor- 
rid pace they had established in 
the first session. Pierre Boyer and 
veteran Gaby Alain tallied for the 
.Blue and Gold, the puck getting 
away from- Michel Joyal moment- 
arily on both occasions. The Big 
Bed team was short-handed on 
both tallies. Centre Dick Baltzan 
scored McGili's only goal of the 
period tipping in Konyk's sizzling 
slapshot from the bluelinc when 
l\c club was themselves a man 
short. 

Dcfenceman ( Len Sigurdson came 
; close to. scoring near the end of 



the period but hit the goalpost. 

Bobillard's boys rapped up the 
game in the third knocking in two 
unanswered goals in a penalty fill- 
ed period. Eighteen penalties were 
called. Hughes put MeGill ahead 
4-2 on. a goal that was bitterly dis- 
puted by the Carabins. Beferee 
Haggerty ruled, however, that the 
,puck went In after hitting the 
goalpost. The goal-judge failed, to 
blink the red light Grant wrapped 
up the goalscorlng with his second 
counter of the evening with five 
minutes remaining in the game' on 
a pass from Konyk. 

The agitated U of M backers 
almost brought the .house down 
with their excitement as tension 
mounted -in the third. At the 17- 
minute mark Dougc Maule and Ca- 
rabin Claude Hebcrt clashed over 
a loose puck. Each received a 
minor for slashing and a major 
for fighting. Moments later, after 
tempers were continually tested in 
this way, the usual assortment of 
projectiles was followed by a foot- 
long firecracker that exploded with 
a deafening bang. 

The best man on the ice for 
cither club was Leo Konyk who 
picked up four assists. His boom- 
ing slapshot kept Gucvremcnt on 
his toes all evening. In all he had 
eight shots on goal. Boss Hughes 
led the MeGill cause in this depart- 
ment with a total of eleven. The 
third member of the Bedmen's 
main attacking line, Dickie Bait- 
zan also played effectively and 
picked up two assists. .
